Gardiner’s comments aren't 
aimed at ‘conning’ Adelaide City.

“If the Philips Cup were played 
last season, answered John,” all 
the State League teams would 
have had a big show. That was 
the first year of the PSL and all 
the clubs in the league were fresh 
out of the State League. But now, 
the PSL has opened up a consid- 
erable gap. ” 


“Ht would ba good for soccer if 
we could beat Adelaide City, but 
realistically, it's not on. Sydney 
Croatia proved to be an exception 
by beating Marconi but overall, 
the PSL teams are on a much 
higher level. 


“Essendon are going through a 
bit of a bad patch, | think there's 
too much chopping and changing 
going on.” 

Gardiner added that he thought 
he could do a better job for the 
team by playing midfield instead 
of sweeper. 


“Everyone says | make the play 
at sweeper,” said Gardiner, “but 
it's easy to play in the position 
when you have someone like 
Steve Kokoska alongsida you. 

“It was a similar situation when 
| played sweeper with George 
Cross. | teamed up with Nor 
Maitland, who's like Kokoska, 
But I've never been recognised as 
@ sweeper, and right now I'd like 
to switch back to midfield.” 


Midfield was the position Gar- 
diner played when he went for a 
trial with English professional club 
Peterborough. He turned pro with 
that club, and his flatmate at the 
time was Jimmy Rooney, who 
went on to find fame in Australia, 
as Gardiner did. 

Rooney was also with Peterbo- 
rough for a period, and came out 
to Australia with Gardiner. 


However, John failed to secure 
a place at Peterborough 30 retur- 
ned home to his native Scotland. 
There he played a handful of 
games in the junior league before 
returning to professional soccer 
with East Fife. 

He was with East Fife for 14 
seasons, and then opted to go to 
Australia after receiving an offer 
from George Cross. 

"| went to Australia solely for 
soccer,” he said. “! was 20 at the 
time, and if you hadn't made it 
properly in pro soccer in Britain by 
that age, then you ditin’t have 
much of a future in the game. 


Gardiner arrived in 1968 with 
his wife Margaret and his son, 
who was 18 months old at the 
time. 

However, within a week he was 
to run into trouble that would 
plague his career with George 
Cross. 


Most of the George Cross 
players went on strike over 
match payments. Ten yoars 
after, the situation at the 
‘Cross is not much better. 


Gardiner didn't go on strike be- 
cause he had been with the club 
for only a short time. However, he 
later experienced similar griev- 
ances and walked out three times. 

“The trouble was that the club 
refused to give me a contract,” 
said John. “lf we weren't paid for

“The usual thing was that 
supporters would come and 
see you after you walked out 
and give you some money to 
get you back.

Some of the big names in the 
George Cross side when Gardiner 
arrived were Johnny Sanchez, 
Tom Robertson, Nich McCal- 
lum and Archie Campboll. A 
young goalkeeper named Lou 
Kastner, had just broken into the 
senior side, and went on to estab- 
lish himself as one of the best. 

Gardiner has a high regard for 
Kastner. 


“Ho's one of the greats,” 
compliments Gardiner. 


The year 1971 saw the start of 
John Gardiner’s rise to fame. Des- 
pite missing the first seven 
matches as the result of a strike, 
he won the Rothmans Medal for 
the best and fairest player in the 
State League. 


“It was totally out of the blue,” 
said Gardiner. “| went along to 
the presentation night but never 
expected to win. We'd had a good 
year, I'll admit. After the strike 
was over, KEVIN WALKER, 
KASTNER and | returned to the 
team and John Pryde and Jim 
Smart were transferred. That 
started a run in which we lost only 
one of our remaining games ({a- 
round 15). 


However, it was the 
achievements of the following 
year which made history. Gar- 
diner again won the Rothmans 
Meda!, and also took off the 
Bill Fleming Medal. 


He's the only player to win the 
, Rothmans in successive years and 
shares with Jim Tansey of Fitz- 
roy Alexander the unique honor of 
winning the Rothmans and Fle- 
ming Medals in the one year. 

Of his 1972 achievement, Gar- 
diner said: “It proved that my win 
in 1971 wasn’t a fluke. But it was 
once again an unexpected thrill.” 

However, despite having Gar- 
diner and many other fine players 
in the team, George Cross didn't 
win a championship until 1977, 
by which time Gardiner had left. 

In fact, this season's 
championship success with 
Croatia is the first time Gardiner 
has been in a team which won its 
league. 

George Cross won the Ampol 
Cup in 1974, and on a few occa- 
sions won the Noordene Cup. But 
the elusive State League 
championship did not come. 
Three times the ‘Cross finished 
Tunner-up. 

Then, in 1976, Gardiner made 
a decision to and his aight year 
association with George Cross. 

“tL gave the club a choice,” said 
John. “Give me a contract or I'll 
leave. As usual, they fought ali the 
way, and kept me aut of the game 
from October until May.” 


After length negotiations, 
Gardiner joined Essendon 
Lions for $6,500. Lions was 
the First Division at the time, 
and Gardiner’s feo was pa now 
record for a First Division club. 


However, Gardiner sald he 
ss would have been happy to stay 
* with George Cross if the club's 
ss 11th hour offer of a contract had 
come sooner.

Which brings us back to the 
Original classification: Essendon 
may be out of its depth among 
PSL teams.

Prisoner of war 


Rudi Gutendorf was born on August 30, 1926, in Kob- 
lenz, an old Roman town where the Rhine and the Mosel 


rivers flow into each other. 


His father owned the first driv- 
ing school in Koblenz and encour- 
aged young Rudi to play soccer at 
an early age. 

“Do sports,” said his father, 
“and you will be better off in life.” 

So Rudi played soccer whene- 
ver he had a minute off and at the 
age of 17 he played for Tus 
Neuendorf which was then a lead- 
ing club. 

He served a half year in the 
German infantry during world war 
two, before being captured by the 
Americans and detained gs a pris- 
oner of war for a year. 

His father, who served as an of- 
ficer, was killed in the last year of 
the war. 


Rudi came home in 1946. He 
graduated at Koblenz high school 
and studied sports at the Univer- 
sity of Cologne. 

He received his German coach- 
ing diploma from the late SEPP 
HERBERGER, the legendary 
coach who laid the foundations 
for Germany's soccer success. 

Apart from his club coaching 
engagements, Gutendort worked 
for the German government in 
sports as part of foreign ald to de- 
veloping countries, and for the 
International Olympic Committees 
in Bolivia, Venezuela, Trinidad and 
Botswana where he formed a 
national team for the 10th anni- 
versary of the Botswane nation.
